Only the bodies of the two of­ 
ficers and Private Dewitt Rucker were 
identified. 
Eight of the Americans j 
were 'exhumed from a single grave, 
the undertaker who accompanied the 
bodies stated. 
The dead had been gathered from 
the field of battle and cast into a ditch 
9 
where they w*ere covered with earth. 
Capt. Boyd, Lieut. Adair and six 
troopers had been stripped of their 
uniforms and mixed in the dirt. The 
body of the seventh trooper was found 
seme distance aw*av from the scene 
of battle, and it is presumed that after 
being wounded he crawled to a se­ 
cluded spot to die. 
Scenes in sharp contrast with those 
of a week ago when the Carrizai pris­ 
oners were released, marked the ar­ 
rival of the bodies in El Paso.

Proposal to Be Accepted. 
Washington, D. C., July 6.—Formal 
acceptance of 
Carranza's 
proposal 
that the differences between the two 
governments be settled by direct ne­ 
gotiations will be dispatched to Mex­ 
ico soon. This was decided by Presi­ 
dent Wilson today at his conference 
with Secretary Lansing. 
The Mexican note delivered yester­ 
day said the defacto government had 
accepted in principal the I^atin-Amer- 
ican offer 
of 
mediation, 
but* was' 
awaiting information as to whether 
the United States believed the de­ 
sired results could be accomplished 
by direct exchanges. 
Lansing will leave tomorrow for a 
month’s vacation. 
It was not stated 
whether he would prepare the replv 
before his departure, but indications 
are that it will go forward 
within a 
day or two. 
The secretary will be in direct touch 
with the White House and state de­ 
partment during his absence, but in­ 
formal conversation with Eliseo Arre­ 
dondo, Mexican 
ambassador 
desig­ 
nate, which it is hoped will develop a 
solution of the difficulties along the 
border, will be conducted by Consetior 
Polk. 
Washington officials take the posi­ 
tion that only the preliminary step 
has been taken by Carranza towards 
the friendly adjustment he now* de­ 
sires. Demonstration of his ability to 
carry out the promises expressed is 
still lacking. 
President Wilson, it hi 
said, has been ready 
to 
withdraw 
American troops from Mexico at any 
time the defacto government w*ou!d 
express the intention to furnish t<ro- 
tection for the border.

In order to secure tho benefit of the 
practical experience of those who raise 
squabs for profit, both on a largo 
scale and in small lots, tho poultry 
investigations branch of the United 
States department of agriculture ad­ 
dressed a list of questions to a large 
number 
of breeders. 
The 
pigeon 
breeders showed a good spirit of co­ 
operation and 22 breeders who keep 
from 300 to 2,200 pigeons, and a large 
number of those who keep less than 
300 pigeons answered the questions. 
The following summary of the replies 
is taken from Farmers* Bulletin No. 
€84, “Squab Raising.” 
Tho large breeders reported keeping 
; the Homer and Carneaux varieties 
I almost exclusively for squab raising, 
wi*h a comparatively small number of 
the Dragon, Maltese Hen. and White 
King mentioned. AU except one breed­ 
er kept their pigeons confined. 
The 
birds were mated at from five to seven 
mon, bs old, the average mating age 
being 5.7 months. 
Wheat, corn, kafir corn, Canada 
peas, millet, and hemp were tho grains 
most commonly fed, while a number of 
other grains, including peanuts, grass 
f>ed, oats, buckwheat, sunflower seed, 
rice, Egyptian corn, cowpeas, and mile 
maize were also used. About one-half 
of the breeders reported the use of 
some kind of green feed, including a 
wide range of such material.

The number of squabs marketed 
from each pair of pigeons varied from 
IO to 20, and’averaged 13.1; the weight 
per dozen squabs varied from 6 to ll 
pounds, and averaged 9 pounds. Squabs 
were marketed at four weeks, except 
from two farms, where the average 
age of marketing was given as four 
and one-half weeks. 
Data Secured From Small Breeders. 
A large number of replies were re­ 
ceived from breeders who kept less 
dian 300 pigeons.

Five-Pen Breeding 
R. AV. Curtiss of Ransomville, N. Y., 
who rais> s about 30*600 ducks a year 
and makes big profits at the business, 
says it is harder manual work to mise 
ducks than chickens, and the business 
requires 
patience 
and 
good 
judg­ 
ment. 
He selects eggs 
from the 
stronger birds and sets them in incu­ 
bators and broods them until they 
are eight weeks old when tl?cy are 
fattened for market. 
“Before these ducks aro fattened 
we sort out our breeding stock at the 
age when the ducks are old enough 
so that wo can tell the sexes. 
I go,” 
says Mr. Curtiss, “through a large 
number of ducks and perhaps I might 
get five or ten fit to breed from out of 
a large flock of one hundred. 
That 
seems like a lot of work. Every time 
you change the feed the ducks won’t 
cat, and if you change gradually they 
will probably bo off their feed for two 
days; and just at that time we sort 
out the breeding stock, and it is Just 
at the time we change the feed so 
that we do not lose anything. 
“We handle the ducks by the neck; 
we never take them by the legs. We 
hold me duck up and look at him, and 
if he has a good broad breast all the 
way through and fairly deep keel, and 
broad back, and not too long a neck, 
and his head not too long, and if he 
lights a great deal and tries to get 
away, showing ho is strong, then we 
will pick out that duck. 
He has got 
to bo a certain weight; we do not 
actually weigh them bec**so that is 
too much trouble.

House for Ducks. 
hundred. 
We _ ^ rt and (Li.e these 
ducks over to the pasturo and in driv­ 
ing them we will say that we have 
two hundred and ten or two hundred 
and fifteen. 
“We keep them in a large wood loL 
We take lots of time driving them 
along, not too slow and not so slow 
as you would drive market ducks. We 
keep them moving and when we g£t 
them half way over two or three of 
them will break down and flap their 
wings, and thev 'inno* walk. 
These 
ducks are left right where they aro. 
It is simply the survival of the fittest, 
and when we get to the breeding pens 
there will be ducks strung all the way 
along where we have been driving 
them. 
It is only the ducks that have 
strength to walk this distance, being 
urged all the time, that are put in 
the pen. 
Then we go back and clean 
up the ones that are left and they are 
put into the marketing pen. It does 
not matter how nice a duck they are, 
because it is strength we are after. 
“We put one hundred to two hun­ 
dred ducks in a pen, and there is no 
shed or anything for them to run un­ 
der. 
It is just simply a wood lot. It 
would be Just as well to have them 
run in a field, provided they had some 
artificial shade, but decidedly you have 
got to have some shade for ducks. If 
you put ducks in a hot field in the 
summertime there is danger. 
I have 
seen full-grown ducks get sunstruck 
and lie down and die. 
“We feed them there for five months 
on light food. We do not want to fat­ 
ten them. 
If there are any ducks that 
get off their feed they are taken right 
off; they are not kept. 
We keep lan­ 
terns burning in the trees on dark 
nights to keep them from getting 
scared. 
“A peculiar thing about ducks is 
that they will run and trample on 
each other and jump in the corner of 
| the pens if they get scared on a dark 
night. 
If it is a bright moonlight 
night we do not light the lanterns. 
“The feed for these ducks is four 
parts bran to one part of flour and 
one part cornmeal and one-twenti<6th 
beef scrap. 
For green feed we use 
four parts clov- * 
Tb° clo'"'** should 


be about one-third or a little ^orfe man 
one-third of the entire feed. Y$u can 
feed them all the green feed th$y will 
eat. 
A good indication is to .watch 
their troughs, and after they have 
eaten their feed if they leave a little 
clover in the trough you know they 
are getting ail they want, and may be 
a little more; and if they clean this 
trough up they haven’t quite enough 
to eat. If they have too much to eot, 
they pick the green feed out and leave 
nothing but the mash, and .then you 
know they haven’t enough green feed. 
“We feed them wrct mash; mix it a 
little more moist than you do for 
chickens. 
These ducks must not be 
fed all they will eat, because if you 
do they will get in good condition. 
They are not to be starved, but you 
must keep them just a little hungry, 
and they will go out in this one or 
two acres of land and eat more or 
less green feed, and they will run up 
and down the pen and it will give them 
muscle. 
“We keep them in this manner uatil 
they are five months old, and then we 
change and put them in permanent 
quarters. 
Most any kind of a build­ 
ing will do for a duck house. It does 
not require very much light, but if 
you want eggs all the winter you must 
have it warm enough so that the eggs 
won’t get chilled. 
If you go through 
pretty often and take up the eggs they 
will not get chilled. 
“We do not have any nests in our 
duck houses; we' simply 
bed them 
with shavings. We did try nests, but 
we coiled not see any great benefit 
from them. 
They will dig a hole 
in the corner and lay tho egg and 
cover it up and when you go through 
in the morning you have to be careful 
that you do not walk on the eggs. 
“We breed from a pullet, we never 
breed from a yearling duck. A duck 
will take on fat very easily, and if you 
keep them over the second year they 
get too fat, and they will not lay as 
early, and the eggs are not fertile, and 
we cannot get good results. 
“We mate one drake and five ducks. 
We start these In October, and as the 
season advances, say about the first of 
March, we watch the ducks, and if 
we see two drakes get to fighting* 
we catch one of them; we catch the 
poorest and put him in a pen by him­ 
self. Whenever we see any fighting, 
we take out a drake, and when there 
is no fighting, we leave them alone, 
and they balance themselves up. 
“Sometimes you will find they will 
run for a long time and there will be 
no fighting; then, there will come a 
rain storm, and there will be puddles 
of water in the yard, and If you go 
out you will find dozens of them fights 
ing, and they will tear each other to 
pieces. 
They 
will 
get 
the 
bleed 
started and your five drakes will get 
after one and fairly eat him. 
I ha ve 
seen it when we would not have more 
than one drake to ten or twelve ducks, 
and we would get just as good egg# 
as we got in the winter.”

m itted to exist 
th a t 
tend 
lo 
the 
propagation of the deadly pest by the 
millions. 
A few* years 
ago 
public interest 
w as aroused in the m a tter and an ex­ 
term in atin g 
cam paign 
Inaugurated 
and carried 
through 
that resulted, 
for the tim e at least, in the alm ost 
total elim ination of the g reat m enace 
to the public health. In addition to a 
united w ar against existing flits and 
th e killing of them by tens of thou­ 
sands, special attention w*as paid to 
the breeding places. Alleys and back 
yards 
w ere 
cleaned 
up 
.and 
kept 
clean, m an u re piles disappeared, san ­ 
itary disposal of garbage inaugurated 
and the result was 
a 
trium ph of 
cleanliness, and 
w ithout

doubt 
m uch 
illness 
was 
prevented 
and 
m any lives saved. 
But we find greatly to our surprise 
th a t w hat was done then has but Ii* 
tie effect upon us a t this tim e. 
W e 
failed to keep up the good work and

to deteriorate 
until we are again back to w here we 
started. 
It is a fact th at 
flies 
are every- 
%71*ce and that even the m ost care­ 
fully screened houses 
are

tirely free from them . They sw arm in

erything. Looking fo r the cause, we 
find th a t even in the most pretentious 
neighborhoods 
stable 
m anure 
is 
throw n into alleys and perm itted to 
rem ain for days at a time, w*orking 
n ight and day in creating and send­

In 
a great m any of these sam e homes 
garbage is im properly cared for and 
also allowed to accum ulate for sev­ 
er.*! days, w aiting the w eekly or sem i­ 
w eekly visits of the m an who gath­ 
e rs it up.

The presence here 
Wednesday of 
the famous Safety First train and its 
Inspection by tilousands of Sedalians 
brings to mind the fact that locally 
we are to a great extent remiss in 
cur duty toward the great propagan­ 
da of 
prevention 
ss 
a 
life-saving 
measure. Among other things shown 
in the wonderful educational exhibit 
was the death-carrying possibilities of 
the house fly and effective ways of 
keeping those 
possibilities 
to 
the 
minimum by the use of modern meth­ 
ods of 
prevention 
and destruction. 
This particular demonstration served 
to call attention to the fact that there 
seems to be no concerted movement 
here to get rid of the fly, and that in 
many instances conditions 
are per­ 
mitted to exist 
that 
tend 
to 
the 
propagation of the deadly pest by the 
millions. 
A few years 
ago 
public interest 
was aroused in the matter and an ex­ 
terminating 
campaign 
inaugurated 
and carried 
through 
that resulted, 
for the time at least, in the almost 
total elimination of the great menace 
to the public health. In addition to a 
united war against existing flies and 
the killing of them by tens of thou­ 
sands, special attention was paid to 
the breeding places. Alleys and back 
yards 
were 
cleaned 
up and 
kept 
clean, manure piles disappeared, san­ 
itary disposal of garbage inaugurated 
and the result was 
a 
triumph of 
cleanliness, and 
without 
a 
doubt 
much 
illness 
was 
prevented 
and 
many lives saved. 
But we find greatly to our surprise 
that what was done then has but IU 
tlG effect upon us at this time. 
We 
failed to keep up the good work and 
as a result conditions have to a great 
extent been allowed 
to deteriorate 
until we are again back to where we 
•tarted. 
It is a fact that 
flies 
are every­ 
where and that even the most care­ 
fully screened houses 
are 
not en­ 
tirely free from them. They swarm in 
every locality 
and 
contaminate ev­ 
erything Looking for the cause, we 
find that even in the most pretentious 
neighborhoods 
stable 
manure 
Is 
thrown into alleys and permitted to 
remain for days at a time, working 
night and day in creating and send 
ing out 
these 
disease-carrying 
in­ 
fects into all quarters of the city. In 
a great many of these same homes 
garbage is improperly cared for and 
also allowed to accumulate for sev- 
era days, waiting the weekly* or semi­ 
weekly visits of the roan who gath­ 
ers it up. 
In these conditions can be found 
the reason for the fly, and swat them 
as we may, killing them by the tens 
and hundreds of thousands, 
will 
do 
no good 
just 
as 
long 
as breeding 
places for their propagation are per­ 
mitted to do the 
work 
of creating 
them ten time as fast as they 
can 
be killed off. 
Safety first should 
be 
applied to 
this thing at once if we would pro­ 
tect the health 
and 
preserve 
the 
lives of our people.

In filling jars with boiling w ater or 
s ir u p the use of a small funnel will 
help to prevent the jars from break­ 
ing. 


Syrup for Canned Fruit. 
There is no set rule 
for 
making 
syrup. 
It is not necessary 
to 
use 
s iru p in canned fruits unless desired. 
The amount of sugar 
used 
in 
the 
syrup will depend upon the individual 
taste. 
However, the 
ideal 
product 
should have enough to improve the 
flavor and not enough to cover up the 
natural flavor of the fruit. 
Too thick 
syrup destroys the value of the canned 
product as a partial 
substitute 
for 
fresh fruit in the diet. 
W ater. 
T he w ater in the canner m ust cover 
the tops of the jars at least one inch. 
Tins insures m ore perfect steriliza­ 
tion and helps to prevent the liquid 
from boiling out of jars. 
Time. 
The time given in the directions is 
for quart jars. 
Add ten per cent for 
half-gallon ja rs and deduct ten per 
cent for pint jars. 
In all cases, the 
w ater m ust be boiling vluring the en­ 
tire time given for sterilization. The 
time specified here is th a t required 
if the water-bath method of cannng is 
followed. 
Adjusting Tops.

taking company, is enjoying a visit to 
his old home at Reading, Pa., the first 
in a period of thirty-nine years, and 
I writes a most interesting letter to Ids 
son and wile, as follows: 
' Standing at 4:45 o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon on the tow'er of Mount Penn, 
1,210 feef above inc sea level, a won­ 
derful 
view 
is 
to be had for miles 
around in every droction. 
A glimpse 
of the whole city at a glance takes in 
a vast area with its populace of 107,- 
OOe people. 
‘ The view to the north for a dis­ 
tance of eighteen miles discloses the 
Blue mountains, and for twenty miles 
one 
can 
see 
plainly. 
Toward the 
south one can see a distance of fifteen 
miles . To tile east is a mountainous 
section and between the different ele 
vat ions it is possible to see a dis­ 
tance of eighteen miles to the Oley 
mountains studded with fields of grain 
and country homes. 
Dotted with trees the mountains 
are very beautiful and the principal 
kinds of trees are chestnut, pine and 
oak. 
Here and there are farm s in 
cultivation reaching to the summit of 
the mountains. 
“In every 
direction 
small 
towns 
from three to fiva miles from Reading 
are plainly in sight and the view dis­ 
closes m any interesting things, some 
as far away as thirty-five miles. 
“South from the tow’er is the pa­ 
goda, a structure in Japanese archi­ 
tecture built of mountain rock. 
This 
building is five stories high and the 
veranda at every 
story 
surrounding 
the w'hole building is of red tile. 
It is 
used as a resting place for visitors 
and is not quite so high as the tower. 
Tho pagoda has been purchased fy the 
city and is an ideal place for aineh- 
COJ1S. 
“The 
Neversink 
mountain 
is mn 
three miles south from the pagoda and 
between is a pretty valley on a level 
with the city. 
We are able to plainly 
see four ranges 
of 
mountains 
and 
when one looks on this picturesque 
scenery for a short while it seems to 
elevate and draw closer. 
Just at this 
time I can see all kinds of shaped 
fields, with different colors produced 
by nature, from dark green 
to 
the 
golden color of wheat and the light 
color of oat fields. 
“The wheat around here is very fine 
and looks like it would yield thirty 
bushels an acre. 
“I am now viewing the city with 
the Schuylkill river winding around 
tho 
w estern 
border 
of 
red 
brick 
houses. 
The blocks are divided *nto 
squares one-eighth of a mile each way. 
The monotony of the red brick is les­ 
sened by the pretty shade trees along 
the streets, many of 
which 
appear 
above the tops of (he houses. 
“It Is surprising to see the many 
smokestacks from the Iron works and 
manufacturing 
places, 
principally 
along the river front. 
“When I first lived here this place 
was called (he black spot of Mt. Penn. 
Now there is a tower eighty feet high. 
with a winding stairway from bottom 
to top. 
Only IOO feet away is a hotel 
patronized principally by vacation oeo- 
ple. 
The S tars and Stripes are afloat 
fifteen feet above my head, and the 
(rip here was made on an electric 
car, while leaving 
for 
the 
starting 
point the return is made by gftivity. 
“We go a different direction each 
day and always see something new, 
and as it has been said, Reading is 
rightfully called the ‘Switzerland of 
America.’ ”

Carrizal prisoners was proof of the 
sincerity of the desire of this govern­ 
ment to reach a satisfactory arrange­ 
ment of the present difficulties. This 
government is anxious to solve the 
present difficulties. It was also the 
Mexican government 
that suggested 
the plan for tantonments along the 
boundary line during the conferences 
of Cuibad, Juarez and El Paso. This 
government is disposed now, as it 
always has been, to seek an immedi­ 
ate solution of the two points which 
constitute the (rue causes of the con­ 
flict between the two 
countries, to- 
wlt; 
The 
American 
government 
thinks that the Insecurity of its fron­ 
tier is a source of difficulty, and the 
Mexican 
government 
believes 
that 
the presence of American troops in 
Mexico is the immediate cause of the 
conflict. 
Therefore, the withdrawal 
of American troops on the one hand 
and the protection of the frontier on 
the other are the twro necessary prob­ 
lems, the solution of which must he 
the object of 
both 
countries. 
The 
Mexican government is w illing to con­ 
sider quickly 
the 
remedies 
which 
should be applied to the present sit­ 
uation. 
Several 
Lat in-American 
countries have offered 
mediation to 
the Mexican government. 
Therefore, 
the Mexican government only awaits 
information that the government of 
the LTnited States would be disposed 
to accept mediation for the purposes 
mentioned above. 
"In the meantime this gove”nment 
proposes to employ

may be at its disposal to avoid the

A specific response to the Question 
of whether he stands on the instruc­ 
tions of Gen. Trevino to attack Amer­ 
ican troops moving other than north 
is evaded by Carranza and there is 
no mention of the reprimand adminis­ 
tered by Secretary Lansing in his note 
of June 20, on account of the offen­ 
sive insinuations and language con­ 
tained in Carranza’s last communica­ 
tion.

The eleven congressional districts 
covered are the First, Second, Third, 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth. 
This list embraces four out of the 
five largest districts in the state— 
Fifth, Seventh, Fourteenth and Fif­ 
teenth—and also includes all of the 
’argo cities except St. Louis. 
H. P. Faris, a hanker of Clinton, ac­ 
companied Stokes, and la much inter­ 
ested in the “dry” campaign, having 
formerly been secretary of the Mis­ 
souri Sunday School Association, quit­ 
ting that position more than thirty 
years ago to engage more actively in 
prohibition work. 
Text of Amendment. 
The amendment is as follows: 
“Proposed amendment to the con­ 
stitution of Missouri, to be submitted 
to the legal voters

tion at the regular general election 
to be held on the seventh day of No­ 
vember, A. D., 1916, 
prohibiting the

w a s engaged in farming near Green 
Ridge, but was an ex-soldier, having 
served tw*o enlistments in the regu­ 
lar army. 
Corporal Tomlin was a 
resident of Burlington, Iowa, and was 
a member of the I o w a regiment of the 
National Guard, many of whose mem­ 
bers refused to take the oath w*hen 
the militia started mobilization. Tom­ 
lin w*ent to Springfield and enlisted in 
the First Illinois, soon being promoted 
to the rank of corporal.
